FRONTIEKS OF SWITZERLAND—OCTOBER 15. 
‘According to the lateft accounts from Switzerland, 
the French are now again in full poffeflion of that coun- 
ty, a8 far as the Rhine ; in re-eftablifhing themfelves 
there, however, they have likewife loft a confiderable 
nomber of men, and it does not appear that they con- 
fider the confequences of their victory to be entirely in 
their favour, Maffena {till retaining his camp on Mount 
Uetli, to withdraw thither, in cafe of necefliry. The 
lofs of the Auttrians in the battles of the 25th and 26th 
according to the calculations that have been made, is 
{aid to amount to about 7000 men ; thet of the Ruffians, 
t9 40co killed, 2000 wounded, and 7000 prifonets, 
which makes the total lofs of both nations to amount to 
20,000 men. From the fury with which the Ruflians 
fought, the lofs of the French mutt likewife have been 
yery confiderable ; it is flared by fome aceounts, to 
amount to Gooo men. 
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Mr A. Newland, yelterday brought a meffage from 
the Bank to the Stock Exchange, to inform thofe who 
had pledged an omnium at the Bank, that the Bank 
would make the two next payments, and extend the 
day of redemption to the 17th of January. 

We have already faid, that a negociation had been 
for fume time going on between the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer and the Governor and Company of the 
Bank ot England, for the renewal of their charter.— 
The laft renewal was made in the year 1781, although 
feven years of the former grant were at that time unex- 
pired. The prefent charter will not terminate till the 
year 1$12,° but in confequence of the exigencies of 
the public fervice, Mr Pitt has judged it expedient to 
raife part oF the fupplies of the enfuing year by this 
mode. 

We find that when the charter of the Bank was laft 
renewed by Parliament, it was obtained not by a grant, 
but by a loan to the public. ‘The (Company advanced 
two millions to Government for three years, at a rate 
of three per cent. intereft. The fum for the prefent 
renewal we underftand will be three millions, and pro- 
bably at the fame rate of intereft. 

The confequence of this negociation has however 
produced a fall of 8 per cent. in the price of bank ftock 
fince Wednefday morning. . 

In the prefent high prices of malt and hops, a Commit- 
tee of the porrer brewers have had an interview with 
Mr Pitt, to flare the impoflibility of gding on under the 
prefent high duties.» They faid that nothing fhort of 
ten fhillings per barrel would protgé& them againit the 
prefent high prices. We wilh that they would them- 
felves take fome ftep that would enable them to give the 
publi¢ genuine porter, inltead of the balderdath which 
now pafles under its name, aod which is as pernicious 
as it is unpalatable. , 

Such is the glut of fugars, that almoft every empty 
houfe, fufliciently {trong and capacious, is taken for the 
purpofe’ of warehoufing that article ; of courfe the prices 
continue to fall, and muft be yet confiderably lower. 
Lord Bridport’s return into port was in confequence 
of the flrong fouth welt winds, which would have ren- 
dered his cruize off Breft both dangerous and ufelefs, 
as the enemy’s fleet cannot fail with the wind at that 
poiat.

HB inclofed Printed Addrefs from me to’ the 
Bleaching and Washing Interclts in and round 
Glafgow and Puifley will explain itfelf- In confequence 
of it, J had a mecting with the Gentlemen at the Ton- 
tine at Glafgow, where I thowed a.drawing and model 
of the apparatus, defcribed its operation, and informed 
them, that the apparatus itfelf was at Mr Sempce’s 
Blezchfield, where they might fee it, work it, and try 
its effects as often as they pleafed.

The firit of this laft, I mean the purifying of green 
goods, is done by the fubftitute itfelf alone, and a flight 
{udding and expofure to the air, after the green goods. 
have been taken from the purifying velfel. ‘The fecond, 
viz. the bleaching, {couring, and wathing is done by ad- 
ding the fubltitute to the foaps at prefent in fe, in pro- 
portions different according to the ufes for which they 
are intended. 

As there is more wafhing than manufa€turing in E- 
dinburgh, I do nat trouble you with the: proportions or 
ufes of the firit ;» but, with regard to the laft, 1 mean 
the washing bufinefs, I muft inform you, that the fub- 
{tances are two, one hard like the common hard foaps, 
the other fomewhat thicker than rich cream, fo as to 
be carried in brown earthen ware veffels, or in caiks. 
I mention this diftinétion, becaufe I was told, that 
though foft foaps will wath dirty fhirts, yet the wrift- 
bands and necks require ‘hard foap to rub them With. 
The wafher may therefore wath almo‘t all the thirt with 
the liquid article, and then apply a trifling quantity of 
the hard fubftance to thofe parts which require it. — 

My averment is, that the hard and the liquid kinds 
can, upon an average of the two, be afforded 33 per 
cent. cheaper than the prefent foaps, and do precifely the 
fame work, lib. for lib, The colours of the foaps are 
by the fubititute improved, and all the bad fmell takea 
fram them; a fault which was juitly complained of 
with regard te my fih foap.
